§ OSTILL IN KLONDIKE

H.M, Cadell Reports on His 
_ Investigations There, 


—o—. 
Washington, July .16.—In a 
recent publication of the Smith- 
sonian Inetitation H..M. Cadell 
reporta his studies and investiga- 
tions of the Klondike and Yuken 
goldfield, ino'ading an interesting 
review of the early history of this 
district os well asa propheoy as to 
ite future development, 

The seneational pockets of fine 
placer gold, which’ ‘attracted hor- 
des of hardy adventurers from 
evéry quarter to Klondike, are 
now nestly depleted, and no new 
ones have been discovered ta 
maintain ita estlier reputation. 
Bat while thie part of the Yukon 
distriotcan no Jonger be called a 
poor man’s goldfield, it still coi- 
tains a considerable quantity of 
allavial gold which can be se. 
cured by theapplication of espi« 
tal and braine. Itremainsa re- 
gion well worth viditing, for be- 
sides tho gold it has other possi- 
bilities of developmént. There era 
many points of geographic and 
scientific interest; in thia remote 
and imperfectly explored _ north- 
weat corner of the British Empiro 
there are numerous problems 
awaiting the discussion and in- 
vestigation of the geologist and 
the geographer of the years to 
como, 

Gatoway tothe Yukon. | 

On his trip of investigation, 
Mr. Qadeil steamed up the coast 
from Vancouver, and through the 
Lynn Canal, to Skagway, which 
he terms the gateway to the Ya- 
kon, aud desoribes a3 “a wretohad 
littletown with decsyed wooded 
houses snd grase-grown atrocts, 
the scene of many robberies, riota, 
and morderaat the timo of the 
gold rash, which ‘the police 
authorities had neither the power 
nor energy to control, Skagway 
isnot, and can never be, of much 
use to the United States, except 
as an obstruction to Canadian 
rogresa, but might be of come 
advantage to the vast Canadian 
hinterland less than twenty miles 
inland.” 

Skagway is surrounded on thres 
sides bys plateau of steep and 
ragged monntsinsthrough which 
two traila lead to the north: over 
the White Horse and the Obilcoot 
Passes, up whose wild and dif- 
ficult ravines thousands of for- 
tune-seekers trekked and strog- 
gled with their heavy packs, toola, 
and tents in the mad rush to the 
expected El Dorado over 500 
miles away. Soon after the gold 
was found in quantities, 8 moun- 
tain railroad was built up the

and uavigitod their frail craft 
through lakes and rapide for the 
remaining 531 miles of their ven- 
turesome journey to Dawaon City. 
Tho loat stretch of the railroad 
from Skagway runs along Lake 
Bonnett to-White Horse, o few 
miles above Lake Laberge, where 
safe navigation dawn the Lewes 
River to Daweon begina, 
Although the great ico fields of 
the early sgea swopt the greater 
portion of North America they 
missed the region.of the Klondi-

Daweon Oity is situated on the 
alluvial flat where the Yukon is 
joined. by the Klondike River,

Although -traces’ of 
gold were discovered in the Yuk- 
kon Valley in abont 1869, it wae 
twelva years later, in 1881, be- 
fore it wea found in the Big 
Salmon, and in the Lawes, Pally, 
and Stewart Rivers, Five 
years - afterward coarse gold 
waa found on the Fortymile, s 
tributary of the Yakon below 
Dawson, and_in 1894-1896 the 
discoveries of Bob Henderson and 
George Cormack, in Hunker and 
Bonanza Oreeks, drew miners 
into Klondike Valley from all 
quartera, Prodigious quantities 
of gold were soon found in Bon- 
anza Oreck and many minera 
made fortunes ins short time, bat 
anfortunatoly moat of the gold 
waa apent foolishly or in debat- 
chery.
